DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2 and 6-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art of 
record is Crutcher et al., US 5,719,1 18; Wixon, US 4,790,856; Flanagan, US 4,264,479; and WO 
97/12018. Each of these references broadly discloses ethoxylated amine surfactants and either an 
alkyl polyglycoside or an ethoxylated alcohol. Use of a combination of disclosed surfactants 
would be obvious, in the absence of unexpected results. Wixon exemplifies a combination of an 
alkyl polyglycoside and an ethoxylated amine, but the composition is used to clean plates. None of 
the references discloses concentrated surfactant compositions in the ratios claimed by applicant. 
Applicant has demonstrated that the recited combinations of ethoxylated amine surfactants and 
alkyl polyglycosides or ethoxylated alcohols act synergistically in cleaning soiled fabric. This 
showing of unexpected results defines applicant's process claims over the prior art of record.
